“Things Will. Turn Out as You Wish,” She 
Wrote in Telegram Which Miller 
Failed to Answer.

That Roma Snyder, former show girl 
and vaudeville actress who committed 
suicide by taking carbolic acid at the 
St. James Hotel had. tried to effect a 
reconciliation with her husband, George 
F. Miller, a baseball player and vaude 
ville actor, and had waited a week for 
an answer to a telegraii sne*sent him, 
developed Friday when Miller showed 
the telegram to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. 

Her message read: ‘‘Don’t do anything 
rash. Things are not as vou imagine 
and will turn out as you wish.” 

“TI didn’t ahswer the telegram because 
I didn’t want to let her think it would 
be easy for her to induce me to take her 
back,”’ said Miller. “I now wish IT had 
answered it. I received it a week ago in 
Kansas City.”’ 

Was Cardinal 

At a Coroner’s inquest Friday a ver- 
dict of suicide was returned. Miller 
Was a Cardinal recruit early last sea- 
son and was released to the Waco (Tex.) 
team, He says that after receiving the 
telegram from his wife he came to St. 
Louis, intending ultimately to become 
reconciled with her. 

They quarreled at Laramie, Wryo., 
three weeks ago, he said, when she told 
him she loved Herman A. Burkhardt. 
another baseball player more than she 
loved him. A ring and gevera] letters 
for Burkhardt were found in her room 
after she took the acid. 

Two hours after identifying his wife's 
body at the morgue Miller appeared on 
the stage of a vaudeville theater at 
Taylor and Easton avenues, Thursday 
night. His contract required him to per- 
form despite his wife's death. 

Audience Hissesx Actor. 

He floundered through his lines, 
and the audience, not knowing that 
grief was the cause, hissed and hoot- 
ed him. He left the stage unable to 
complete his turn. 

At the inquest Dr. G. C. Little of 
309 South Broadway said he was 
called to attend Miss Snyder at the 
St. James Tuesday and that he found 
evidences that an illegal operation had 
been performed. 

She told him the operation had been 
performed in Fort Worth, Tex., about 
She seemed to be 


Recruit. 
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suffering from the effects'of morphine, 
the physician said. 

Robert Moore, the bellboy who bought 
the acid, testified that she told him it 
was to be used as a disinfectant. He 
bought crude carbolic acid, which uas 
a dark color. 

Bought Crade Acid. 

When he took the acid to her she 
seemed surprised that it was not white. 
He told her the crude acid was used as 
a disinfectant and this seemed to sat- 
isfy her. Moore said he had the con- 
sent of Night Clerk Bontne to go for 
the acid. 

Bonine testified that it was not un- 
usual] to’ buy carbolic acid: for guests 
when they said they wanted to use it 
as a disinfectant. 

Roma Snyder was the daughter of E. 
J. Snyder of Brooklyn, formerly a New 
York Police Commissioner _and now in 
the hat business. The father is on his 
way to St. Louis. 

Mrs... Snyder, according to press dis- 
patches, has for several months feared 
that her daughter’s "mind was falling. 
She says Roma sént queer messages 
home. One received Thursday, a few 
hours after the suicide, read: “Send a 
pair of kid gloves at once." 

Miller testified at the inquest that his 
wife attempted suicide two years ago in 
York, and that she attempted to 
end her life by taking morphine in 
the green room of the Imperial Hotel 
at Fert Worth, Tex., about a year ago. 

Hie said that in the last week he twice 
went to the St. James Hotel and asked 
'¢ his wife was there, and that the 
erk told him she was not.

State Department Will Wait 


Until It Becomes Clearly 
Apparent That the Imper- 
ialists Are No Longer Ca- 
pable of Preserving Their 
Present Power. ‘ 





DR. SUN IS ELECTED 
THE FIRST PRESIDENT 





Revolutionist, for Many 
Years a Fugitive With a 
Price on His Head, Finally 
Achieves His Dream. of 
New China. 





By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—The United 


Etates will not recognize the new Chi- 
nese republic formally at this moment 


or until it becomes clearly apparent 
that the Imperialists are no longer 
capable of maintaining themselves in 
power. But this attitude will not pre- 
vent the representatives of the State 
Department in China from doing busi- 
ness with the provisional republic to 
the extent of safeguarding American 
lives and property. 

State Department officials have al] 
along been expecting that Dr. Sun Yat 
Sern would be proclaimed provisional 
president of China, soon after he landed 
at Sbanghai. 

The point of interest at present is 

whether Wu Ting Fang, who has been 
acting as tne mouthpiece of the revolu- 
tionists, is prepared to recognize Dr. 
Sun In his capacity. Assuming that he 
will do ‘so, the installation of the pro- 
visioral president at Nanking probably 
will bring to a crisis the peace negoti- 
ations which have been in Shanghai be- 
tween Tang Shao Yi, representing Yuan 
Shi Kai and the Imperialists on the one 
hand, and Dr. Wu, representing the rev- 
olutionists, on the other. 
It is assumed that Dr. Wu's instruc- 
tions will be. to reject the last proffer 
of the Imperialists to allow a national 
assembly to decide the form of the per- 
manent Government of China. Nothing 
less than the immediate recognition of 
the new republic is likely to be ac- 
cepted.

DR. SUN IS. 


SHANGHAI, Dec. 2.—Dr. Sun Yat 
Sen has been unanimously elected Pres- 
ident of the ‘Republic of China by the 
delegates of 18 states, and this action 
automatically ends the peace conference 
here between Wu Ting Fang and Tang 
Shao Yi. The President will assume 
charge of all negotiations. 

Whether there will be a continuance 
of the negotiations with Yuan Sho Kai 
as representative of the retiring Man- 
chu dynasty will depend on the immedi- 
ate withdrawal! of all so-called imperial- 
ists from all points of contact with the 
revolutionaries. Under these conditions 
the armistice will be extended 10 days 
in order to give President Sun time to 
issue the terms under which the Man- 
chus must lay down their arms and to 
decide upon pensions and other prelimi- 
nary details. 

The President or head of the military 
government now established with the 
capital at Nanking wilb treat the court 
as a thing of the past, because 18 prov- 
inces have already voted ip favor of a 
republic in a properly constituted con-

“The other day the lower House, with 
but one dissenting vote, passed a reso- 
lution ‘in favor of the abrogation of the 
treaty. Among those who voted for this 
motion are many men who are against 
the unamended arbitration treaties. 
These men occupy a sincere and consis- 
tent position; it is the position with 
which I personally agree. The one dis- 
senting vote was that cast by a gentle- 
man who announced that he was in fa- 
vor of the general arbitration treaties, 
and thererfore could not conststently 
take a position wholly incompatible with 
favoring them. Although I do not agree 
with. this gentleman, I feel that his po- 
sition showed both courage and sincerity. 

“But surely all men who think clearly 
must unqualifiedly condemn any “man 
who advocates the general arbitration 
treaties without at the same time fear- 
lessly showing his sincerity by de- 
nounctng the preposal to abrogate the 
Russian treaty without submitting its 
ir.tc~pretation to arbitration. The Sen- 
ate by vote has joined in abrogating 
the Russian treaty and therefore it will 
act in a way to cast discredit upon the 
United States if it approves the arbt- 
tration treaties unamended. At the re- 


cent New York peace meeting in favor 


of the treaties (which ended in a riot) } 
it was not creditable to the speakers 
for those treaties that they did not ven- 
ture to ‘declare themselves on the one 
practical issue, of the kind. the treaties 
are expected to settle, which was act- 
ually before the people—that is, the mat- 
ter of the abrogation of the Russian 
treaty without effort to get it authorita- 
tively interpreted.

But when 
the Nation, through its Government, 
acts, it cannot plead the excuse of 
lack of thought. If as a people our 
action is insincere and lacking in 
straightforwardness, then, when this 
faction has been officially taken, we can- 
not escape. the charge of hypocrisy 
when later we fail to live up to our 
promises. 

“Tt is arrant hypocrisy for this nation 
to support the unamended arbitration 
treaties at the same time that we abro- 
gate the Russian treaty, and to do so is 
to put this nation in a thoroughly false 
and discreditable attitude. Hypocrisy is 
as revolting in,a nation as in a man; 
and, in the long run, I Wo not believe 
that it pays—either man or nation.”’

Philadelphians, Construing This 
to Mean He Will. Be Later, 
Start Work for Him. 


THEIR SUPPORT PLEDGED 


Anti-Penrose Faction Tendered 
a Delegation Which Would 
sOppose Taft. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 29.—A letter 
from Col. Roosevelt to Philadelphia 
ward leaders, in which he says he is 
not a candidate for office ‘‘at the pres- 
ent time,”’ has created an uproar among 
the insurgents here and the anti-organ- 
ization ward leaders are vigorously 
campaigning for the Colonel, assuming 
that his letter means he is not ready 
at this time to announce a candidacy. 
John H. Nugent, president of the Re- 
publican League of Workers, as the re- 
volting leaders call themselves, wrathily 
declares that someone has cheated, for 
he did not make the letter public and he 
does not propose to make it public. 
Nugent admits he received the let- 
ter and admits that the story of its 
veiled meaning is correct, but he will 
not say on which side of the fence he 
stands, contenting himself witk the dec- 
laration that he has not seen all the 
ward leaders and that the question will 
be threshed out at a meeting to be 
held next week. Meantime the other 
leaders are booming osevelt as a 
presiaential possibility. 

Organization Anti-Penrose. 

The Republican League of Workers 
was organized by ward leaders who re- 
volted against George H.’ Sarle, the Pen- 
rose candidate for Mayor. After the 
election of Rudolph Blankenburg it was 
decided to keep the league in existence 
and take in as recruits those opposed 
to the local Republican organization. 

At a meeting last week a letter 
was drafted and sent to Col. Roose- 
velt at .Oyster Bay, asking him to 
announce his candidacy for the presi- 
dency, pledging unanimous support of 
the League, asking permission to or- 
ganize Philadelphia for him, and as- 
suring him that it would be an easy 
matter to get anti-Taft delegates 
here. The Colonel promptly answered, 
the letter coming back to Nugent two 
days ago. 

Col. Roosevelt thanked the Phila- 
delphians and said he would “take 
this opportunity” of announcing that 
he was not a candidate “at the pres- 
ent time.” His most earnest support- 
ers declare this means the Colonel 
wishes to be free to act later. 

Nugent says he does not know who 
was responsible for making the facts 
public. 

‘But it is true the Colonel merely 
says he is not a candidate at the 
present time, is it not?” he was asked, 

Strongly Favor Roosevelt. 

“Oh, yes, but if if becémes neces- 
sary to deny gnything I can do that 
readily, you'know,” said Nugent. “I 
will certainly not show the letter. I 
hardly think you would expect me to 
do so.’ We were and we are strongly 
in favor of Mr. Roosevelt, of course.” 

The Roosevelt letter follows close 
on the collapse of the Ta Follette 
boom here. That died a quick death 
when money was not forthcoming 
for organization purposes. The story 
going the political rounds is that in- 
surgents wrote to Walter L. Houser, 
chairman of the National Progressive 
Republican party, with headquarters 
in Washington, that while there is no 
strong La Follette feeling hefe, there 
is a decided anti-Penrose feeling, and 
if cash would be supplied a La Fol- 
lette boom could be worked up. The 
cash was not forthcoming.

The ‘Warrington had been struck 
Wednesday night by a schooner that 
swept upon the Jow-lying destroyer un- 
seen in the darkness of the fierce win- 
ter storm. The stern of the warshipia 
Wag, badly bruised and smashed and 
the huge waves that at times all but 
completely submerged her poured per- 
liously into the ship's after hold. 

The transfer of 45 of the Warrington’s 
sailors in the lifeboats of the Onon- 
daga made a thrilling and gallant spec- 
tacle of the sea. Giant waves tossed 
the lifeboats, but the brawn and nerve 
of the oarsmen shot the small boats 
steadily forward to the side of the War- 
rington. The bitter cold of, the driving 
winds struck mercilessly at the faces 
and hands of the rescuers, and when 
the boats returned to the Ono a the 
rescued sailors were, many of them, 80 
benumbedthat they had to be drawn 
aboard by means of ropes slipped 
around their bodies. 

The transfer of the sailors from the 
wallowing,’ water-logged destroyer was 
effected without the loss or injury of

After 
the Warrington had been struck neither 
officers nor sailors could make out defi- 
nitely the rigging of the ship that had 
come upon them, gave that she was a 
sailing ship. 

The Warrington, at the time of the 
accident, was leading other members of 
the “mosquito fleet” up the coast from 
Charleston and on the way to New 
York via Norfolk. 

The Warrington, when the collision 
occurred, was something more than nine 
miles in the lead of her consorts. 

The first aspect of the collision was s0 
threatening that the Warrington’s wire- 
less began shooting out the distress call 
repeatedly in the night. The signal was 
first picked up and answered by one of 
her own squadron plowing nine miles 
behind. The “S O 8” of the crippled 
torpedo boat was taken up by the sister 
ship and flashed to the Onondaga. 

When the Onondaga had arrived and 
began the work of rescue 14 of the 
crew volunteered to remain aboard the 
ship with the officers, none of whom 


would leave. 
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BLOCK ISLAND, R. I., Dec. 29.—In 
one of those thrilling feats of daring 
that stir the souls of men, a handful of 
life savers rescued a crew of 11 men 
off this coast. With the wind blowing 
a 60-mile gale from the northwest, and 
the seas high, the four-masted schoo- 
ner Mary Adelaide Randall, with a 
crew of 10 men, attempted to round 
Point Judith in Block Island Sound 
before dawn Thursday morning. 

In the darkness the schooner was 
carried too close to the Point. There 
it was rolled upon a jagged rock, and 

hole torn in her stern. The life-sav- 
ing crews from New Shoreham and 
Sandy Point arrived over the sand at 
the same time, but all signals had 


and crew had gone to thé bottom. In 
the first light of day Capt. William 
Peal saw the spars of the _ sunken 
schooner, and lashed to them were il 
men. 

A lifeboat was launched after great 
difficulty, and was got within 1) 
yards of the sunken vessel, when there 
came a high sea, which turned the boat 
over. The life savers were caught in 
the wash of the sea, and hurled high 
on the sands. 

Four times the work. of rescue was 
tried in small boats, and every boat 
was turned over by the big rollers. The 
life saving commanders agreed that ‘t 
was next to suicidal to get a lifeboat to 
the men dangling from the rigging. The 
ship was not more than a quarter of a 
mile off shore. Hour after hour they 
watched and waited, but as the gals 
was growing worse, Capt. Peal asked 
for volunteers. 

There were 27 life savers on the shore 

and every man of them volunteered for 
the work. Four men were chosen and 
again the boat was got into the water. 
The four men rowed straight for the 
sunken ship. 
‘Drop into the water,’’ yelled Peal. 
A ggaman attempted to cut his lash- 
ings and splashed beside the boat. He 
was so stiff and numb from cold that 
he could not swim and had to be drawn 
into the lifeboat. Then man after man 
dropped into the sea. One of them was 
so exhausted that he could not untie his 
lashings or get his: knife from his 
pocket. One of the life savers offered 
to. go up the rigging for him, when the 
man, with a desperate effort, managed 
td free himself and fell into the sea. 

When the men had sufficiently revived 
to talk, they told how they heard the 
rock crash through the schooner’s hull. 
They felt her sinking under them and 
she was no longer under control. 
Every man of them believed that he 
was to die and they came forward and 
surrounded their captain, who staggered 
into the cabin. There they gathered in 
prayer.

RUSSIANS IN FULL 








POWER AT TABRIZ 
BUSINESS RESUMED 


‘United States Flag Shot Down at 
Consulate by Attackers’ 
Shells. 


TABRIZ, Persia, Dec. 29.—The Rus- 
sian occupation of this city is now com- 
plete, practically all the members of tne 
constitutional party have disappeared. 
The banks and European merchants 
will resume business tomorrow, after 
passing nine days in a state of siege. 

There have been no casualties among 
the resident foreign population, al- 
though many have suffered from a lack 
of provisions while they have been 
boxed up in their houses during the 
prolonged street fighting. 

The flag flying over the United States 
Consulate was cut down by a Russian 
during the fighting, but no _ furthe. 
damage was done to the Consulate. 

No exact figures as to the casualties 
Sustained by the Russians and the Per- 





Sians are available but it is estimated 
that the Russian loss amounted to from 
100 to 200 men. The mortality among the 
native non-combatants has not been 
large and the reported atrocities by the 
troops on both sides are unfounded. 

The operations of the Persians were 
directed solely against the Russians. 
They showed no resentment whatever 
against any other foreigners. 

The disturbance started during the 
night of Dec. 20, in a collision between 
& patrol of Russian troops and the Per- 
Sian Constitutionalists in the street. 
Two Persians were shot in this affair, 
and fighting throughout the city became 
general on the following morning. The 
principal engagements occurred in the 
neighborhood of the Russian consulate, 
around the citadel known as “The Ark” 
and at the Russian camp at Baghi 
ames.

Russia to Give Shuster Safe Passage 
Out of Country. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—Russia is 
making preparations for the safe pas- 
sage of W. Morgan, Shuster Jr., dis- 
missed Treasurer-General of. Persia, out 
of that country, according to dispatches 
received at the State Department from 
4.mbassador Guild at St. Petersburg. 

Minister Russell at Teheran informs 
the department that no date has _ been 
fixed for the departure of Shuster’s par- 
ty from Teheran, but it is believed the 
start will be made within a week or 
two. The party consists of Shuster, his 
wife, his two daughters, a nurse, his 
secretary and one or two other Amer- 
ican men.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind.. Dec. 28.—Let- 
ters and telegrams which passed  be- 
tween Mrs. Grace A. Leathe and her 
former husband, Capt. James R. Henry 
of Indianapolis and Gosport, after her 


marriage to the late Samuel A. Leathe, 
80-year-old St. Louis millionaire, are to 
be produced in court in her suit against 
Henry for the possession of 800 acres 
of Owen County land. 

Ar. order of court has been issued at 
Spencer, Ind., where the suit was filed, 
directing Mrs. Leathe’s attorneys to 
furnish to Henry’s counsel, not later 
than next Tuesday, all the letters and 
telegrams of this description now in 
her possession. The « lawyers have 
promised to do so. 

These letters, which are said to show 
business relations between Henry and 
his divorced wife, after she married 
Leathe, will be made the basis of ques- 
tions to be put to Mrs. Leathe by Hen- 
ry’s lawyers when her deposition in the} 
suit is taken in St. Louis, Jan. 10. 

Suit Discloses Divorce. 

Mrs. Leathe’s suit, as told in the 
Post-Disbatch Wednesday, has disclosed 
the fact, hitherto known only to her 
closest friends, that the wealthy widow 
has had three husbands instead of two. 
The divorce from Henry, her’ second 
husband, was obtained less than two 
n-onths before her marriage to Leathe. 

When she married Leathe Jan. 7, 
1904, it was stated in St. Louis that she| 
was Mrs. Oscar B. Wilson, widow of 
an army officer. Nothing was published 
about her marriage in 1899. after Wii- 
son’s death, to Capt. Henry, and ot 
their divorce in Spencer, Nov. 13, 1903. 

In the present suit, Mrs. Leathe ad- 
mits that the $22,500 which. she paia 
Henry ingsettling their property rela 
tions, at the time of the divorce, was 
Leathe’s money. Henry, in a prior suit 
against her, has charged that the land 


for which he received the money was to k 


be re-conveyed to him. ZS 

Mrs. Henry’s suit for divorce caused 
great surprise in Indianapolis and Gos- 
port, when it was filed in Spencer eight 
years ago. The friends of the Henrys 
had not been aware of any dissensio 
between them. Henry was a childless 
widower, past 50 years of age, when he 
married the woman who was then Mrs. 
Wilson. She was about 40 years old. 

Met Leathe Here. 

She spent only a part of her time 
during their four years of married life 
with ner husband in Gosport and In- 
dianapolis. The rest of the time she 
was in Collinsville, Ill., and in St. Louis, 
and it was during her visits to St. Louis 
that her acquaintance with; Leathe de- 
veloped. 

Her divorce suit against Henry stated 
that he made unreasonable objection 
to her management of her husband« 
estate. A part of this estate Was a 
bell factory in Collinsville, and she re- 
moved the factory to Indianapolis, 
where it was unsuccessful. 

The amicable attitude of Capt. and 
Mrs. Henry toward each other at the 
time of the divorce, and afterward, was 
the subject of comment among their 
acquaintancess They were seen dining 
together, and she is said to have visited 
Capt. Henry, after the divorce, in his 
home at Gosport, Owen County. 

Capt. Henry, when seen last hight by 
the Post-Dispatch correspondent, _re- 
fused to talk of any phase of his 
litigation with Mrs. Leathe. He has a 
home here, and divides his time between 
this city and Gosport, where he is part 
éwner of a bank. 

Inherited Leathe’s Claim. 


When Leathe died in March, 1907, Mrs. 
Leathe inherited the claim to the land, 
along with the rest of his $3,000,000 
estate. 

On these representations, Henry won 
his suit to quiet -title, 
held possession of the land, which Mrs. 
Leathe is now trying to recover from 
him. 

Mrs. Leathe, in her present suit, al- 
leges that advantage was taken of. her, 
in that she was not notified of the suit 
to quit title. Henry’s attorney, Willis 
Hickam, says the statute was fully com- 
plied with. 

Mrs. Leathe went to Spencer in per- 
son at the time of the filing of the pres- 
ent suit. She had been spending a week 
at a sanatarium in Martinsville, and 
made the trip to Spencer in an automo- 
bile, accompanied by William Irvine 
Edwards, her agent, who has also been 
staying at Martinsville, and who has 
spoken freely there of the action to be 
taken against Henry. 

Kept Up Correspondence. 


An extensive correspondence was car- 
ried on between Henry and his former 
wife after she became Mrs. Leathe. 

It is understood that_Henry has a 
great many ‘hws writtén to him by 
Mrs. Leathe. He alleges that there 
have been transactions involving the 
receipt of money by her from him since 
the divorce was granted. 

Mrs. Leathe alleges in her petition 
that She conveyed the land to Leathe 
because he was the true and lawful 
purchaser, and that Henry knew that 
Leathe’s money it. She asserts

PETTY LEGAL DESPOTISM. | 


The emergency. which the Supreme Court de- 
clared justifies a police raid without warrant oD 
a home certainly is not a social game of cards 
or a social drink on Sunday. The belief that @ 
crime is being committed or the actual pursuit of 
a criminal was doubtless in the mind of the Su- 
preme Judges as a justifying emergency. 

But Chief Young, before rebuking officers fcr 
doing what he himseif thinks should not be done, 
must assure himself of the law. The law is no 
respecter of persons and police officers should not 
be disciplined for enforcing laws. In the present 
state of the law and of law enforcement police- 
men are hardly to be blamed for mistakes. So 
many things are done that are contrary to con- 
stitutional guarantees and that violate personal 
rights there is little wonder policemen are con- 
fused. 

We have gone a long way on the road to 
petty despotism. We are placing many wantcn 
checks on individual freedom of action in mat- 
ters which concern personal conscience and judg- 
ment. The statutes are heavily weighted with 
“thou shalts” and “thou shalt nots” on matters 
which should be left wholly to the individual 
citizen. Groups of reformers rush to the Legis- 
lature for power to impose their particular brands 
of reform on their fellow citizens. Even church- 
men seek the force of law for the work of re- 
generation which is the function of religion 
alone. The enforcement of total abstinence by 
law is the vain dream of the prohibitionists, who 
are vexing the social body with restrictions which 
annoy but do not govern. Even scientists, hark- 
ing back to religious despotism, seek to have the 
temporary theories of their special scientific 
hobby embodied in laws and court decrees for 
the control of men. 

When the moral despots cannot get a commun- 
ity to consent to their sumptuary regulations they 
seek the power of the State to control all com- 
munities. Two-thirds of the citizens of St. Louis 
are against prohibition; yet the Governor, under 
an old law revived for the purpose, enforces one- 
day-in-the-week- prohibition against licensed 
saloons and hotels. But unlicensed lid clubs 
make the Sunday dramshop law a mockery. Sell- 
ing a glass of beer and playing a social game of 


police raids and legal penalties. 

Individual liberty will be strangled if the peo- 
ple do not find the courage of their convictions 
and assert their rights. Let usvhave an enlight- 
ened civilization and a society of freemen, not 
a governmental kindergarten.

When ‘th’ embattled farmers stood” at Con- 
cord bridge and “fired the shot heard round the 
world” the Jews had no political rights in En- 
gland. The United States was the first country 
to make Jew and Gentile equal before the law, 
a position which they have occupied from the 
beginning of the Nation. 

Russia has always cultivated the friendship 
of the United States. She has always persecuted 
the Jews. For 50 years she has been the only 
country to persist in persecuting them. Now she 
is forced to reckon respectfully with millions of 
them, garbed in the majesty of American citiz- 
enship. | 

Before the German Empire the Jews, perse- 
cuted everywhere, gathered into the petty Ger- 
man principalities, duchies and kingdoms. When 
these united in the Empire they fled to Russia, 
last resort. Here, still persecuted, they have 
thrived. But Russia’s cruel treatment driving 
three millions of them to America, has opened 
the way for a protest that must Inevitably bring 
about an end of Russian persecution of the Jew. 

If Russia had in her halls of government a 
tithe of the brains she has locked in her prisons, 
she might have saved herself the necessity of a 
lesson from America in the essentials of civiliza-

The query is put by one of your readers: “Why 
is a diploma or license necessary to one who 
wishes to treat the sick and afflicted?” The writ- 
er evidently thinks that adeptness is unnecessary 
when called upon to treat disease. Why demand 
a license to practice law; to be a clergyman? etc. 
To be brief, the experience of centuries has taught 
the expediency of looking into the qualifications of 
an individual before he be allowed freedom in the 
treatment and diagnosis of disease. 

He also asks “Why should physicians be paid 
for treattig people when they die?” For services 
rendered. The patient may live and he may die, 
and yet the doctor has done his full duty as a 
physician and as a man—therefore he is paid for 
his serviges. 

“Why are children forced to be vaccinated to 
prevent smallpox, when consumption, cancer, etc., 
are more common?” The answer to this is small- 
pox is a preventable disease, whereas medicine 
thus far has discovered no preventive for cancer, 
etc, 

The mythical existence of a “doctor’s trust” has 
become the latest hoax to all thoughtful people— 
the bugaboo of all unthinking people and the bat- 
tle cry of all charlatans, medical quacks and 
fakers. With 2500 doctors in the city of St. Louis 
it would be impossible to stifle competition so as 
te divert the ailments of the sick into the hands 
of a few men. Wherever there is competition there 
can be no monopoly; if he does not believe it, let 
him summon them and he will find that he can 
get as many physicians as he desires, at any time 
or place, 

Being a doctor, like all other physicians, I 
found on contemplating the study of medicine that 
one had to shape, prepare and fit his life for it. 
In other words, one had to qualify himself accord- 
ingly.

Trial of Richard Saufley for Re- 
fusing to Take Torpedo 
Boat to Sea. 


SAYS IT WAS DANGEROUS 











Did Not Care for Himself, but 
Did Not Wish to Risk 
Other Lives. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—The court- 
martial of Ensign Richard G. 
which began today, promises to develop 
trouble for the Ndvy Department and 
for some individual officer. Ensign 
Saufley is being tried on charges of dis- 


obedience of orders and for not report- 
ing to his ship. 

The torpedo boat Biddle, the “tub’’ of 
the torpedo boat flotilla, is the cause of 
all the trouble. According to the charges 
preferred against Saufley, the latter was 
ordered to proceed to sea at night with 
the Biddle. Ensign Saufley called up 
Commander Patton, commandant of the 
Norfolk navy yard, on the telephone and 
informed him that his vessel was not fit 
for sea duty; that-it was unserviceable 
and dangerous. 

According to Ensign Saufley, he was 
ordered to take the Biddle from the Nor- 
folk yard to Cape Henry with supplies 
for a wrecked collier. He did after he 
had reported the Biddle unfit for sea 
duty. 

Ordered to Sea Second Time. 

He returned from Cape Henry and no 
sooner tied up than he was ordered to 
again go to the cape. It was nearly 
night and he called up Commander Pat- 
ton and informed him that the ship was 
in such a bad condition that he did not 
care to take the responsibility of risking 
the lives of his crew. He said he did 
not fear for himself. 

Commander Patton refused to take the 
responsibility of sending Ensign Sauf- 
ley out. He did offer the services of a 
pilot. Saufley refused the latter and 
also refused to go out. The latter re- 
fusal is the basis of the charges of dis- 
obedience of orders. One of the speci- 
fications is that he was personally 
afraid. 

Should Have Notified Commandant. 

Officers of the Navy Department say 
that Ensign Saufley was justified in re- 
fusing te go to sea in an unseaworthy 
boat, but they held that he should have 
notified the commandant of the Norfolk 
yard sooner than he did of the condi- 
tion of his vessel. 

It is denied at the department that 
Commander Patton is a martinet. The 
officers here say he is one of the best in 
the service. ' 

“Not a single torpedo boat in the navy 
is in condition to go to sea and stand 
all kinds of rough weather,’’ was the 
statement of one of the naval con- 
structors here today.
